MAKES-REPLY TO THE POPE 


Reaffirms Her Statement to 
Wilson—Foes Have Never

HAVRE, Jan. 23:—The Belgian Gov- 
ernment's terms of peace, so far as they 
concern Belgium herself, are -#et forth 
in hér reply to.

Austrian ‘statesmen realize the im- 
minent danger of the situation in their |. 
own country and are demanding im- 
mediate and-pronounced relaxation of 
the German grip. In farticular they 
demand that the German Government 
dissociate itself from the Junker an-: 
nexationist party and disavow the Pa- 
triotic Party. In Austria elements cor- 
responding to these parties are consid- 
ered the main obstacles in the way of 
peace, and their obvious control arouses 
vehement popular feeling.

James Ian MacPherson, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the War Office, replying 
to criticisms, after protesting against 
what he termed the .cruel charges 
against a most . distinguished General 
at.a time when he ‘had no opportunity 
for defending himself, declared unhesi- 
tatingly that. Government had full 
confidence in the Fiel@ Marshal. Mr. 
MacPherson said he could not speak 
for the. War Cabinet, but that he could 
speak for the War Office and the Axmy 
Council, and he asserted that*from the 
time Field Marshal Haig took command 
up to the present moment he had never 
ost the confidence of those bodies. 

The Secretary admitted that there was 
a breakdown at Cambrai, but he pointed 
‘out that the General Staff knew on Nov. 
28 that an attack was intended for the 
30th.- He.could not go beyond Mr. Bonar 
Law's previous statement on the subject 
‘cf thé inquiry held, said Mr. MacPher- 
son, but he would repeat that the break- 
down was not a fault of the General 
Staff. 

The, disposition of the troops, Mr. 
MacPherson added, was as good as 
could possibly have been made, and the 
War Cabinet came to the contclusion 
that nobody should be sacrificed for the 
reverse, which could not possibly have 
been avoided, owing to the nature of the 
circumstances, which could not be over- 
come. 

The Secyetary said that there was @ 
breakdown at this particular point of 
the. line, but there was no salient there.

* Clerk.” The Mayor on Saturday last 
bad asked the appointment as a dep- 
uty of “Mr. Suits,” who also had 
impressed the Commissioner “ very 
wuhfavorably.” The Mayor had twice 
told the Commissioner that he had 
under consideration the appointment 
of a woman as one of the Deputy 
Commissioners, although Mr. Bu@xer 
pointed out to him that it was’ not ‘a 
fit place for a woman. The Mayor 
told thé Commissionér that he wanted 
representation for each of “the five 
boreughs in the appointment of Dep- 
uty Commissionéra, but he “did not 
“ care so much about a representative 
“ trom Queens.” The Mayor wrote a 
letter to the Commissioner “ strongly 
“urging Mr. Bcunzrprr as the Brook- 
“lyn deputy,” which, for reasons he 
hed stated, gave Mr. Bucues “ great 
uneasinegs.” The Commissioner says 
_ in hia letter: 

I ttave been particularly disturbed 
‘by your frequent urging that I take 
guidance and advice from one‘of the 
subordinates of the force and listen to 
hig views regarding the way the de- 
partment should be conducted, which 
views are to be conveyed to me by

THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Nobody hag at all called in question 
Secretary Baxer’s intelligence, his pa- 
triotism or his earnest desire to pre- 
pare and equip our soldiers for sery- 
icé, speedily and completely.

chiefs’ in a reaolute effort to make 
amends for past shortcomings and ad- 
vance our war work with the utmost 


While the country would prefer to 
see a much stronger man put in Mr. 
BaxeEr’s place, the President declines 
to yield in the slightest degree to that 
sentiment. Mr, Baxer would be well 
advised, we think, if he should yield 
to it to the extent of calling to his aid, 
men qualifiéd by experience in great 
affairs, by strength of will, by sheer 
backbone, to assume some considera- 
ble part of the great burden which is 
evidently too heavy for him. He needs 
no “ advisory coundil,” no mere clerks, 
no men called upon merely to submit 
views and execute his orders, but men 
to whom he can say, “ Equip these 
“camps, gét guns made, ammunition, 
“ airplanes, , provide trans- 
“port, put our army in the field,”: 
With entire confidence that they will 
do his bidding. Let him get the men 
and trust them to get results. 

If Mr. Baker could be persuaded to 
adopt this course, there would be an 
end of squabbling and we should much 
sooner be ready for fighting.

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« DEMANDING FOOD AND PRACE. 

Unrest in Germany, and especially 
in Austria, caused by shortage of | 
food demands 
it promises to affect the war policy 
of the two nations and any peace 
proposals which may have their sup- 
port. It. should. be borne in ‘mind 
that much of the recent testimony 
could not be suppressed, but was per- 
Mitted’ to be published at home and 
sent by telegraph to the outside 
world. We direct attention to parts 
of the evidence. 

A German: newspaper says, that in 
the rural districts and small towns 
children are pining away for want of 
fqgod. Because there was no fodder, e 
great many cows have been killed. 
The death rate from diseases dye to 
malnutrition and from other ailmients 
has risen sharply. Official figures for 
@ group of cities-show an increase of 
70. per, cent. for tuberculosis. When it 
was admitted that Germany's cereal 
crops were very small, the Govern- 
ment asserted that the deficiency 
would be filled {In part by the large 
yield of potatoes, but official reports 
now prove that this was misleading, 
and the potato ration was recently re- 
duced, the crop having been less than 
that of 1915 by 40 per cent. Even the} 
embassies of neutral nations at Berlin 
cannot get food enough for health. 
They complain of chemical substitutes 
that cause physical disability. 

In more than half of Austria indus- 
try has been paralyzed by strikes due 
to hunger and to disappointment be- 
cause expected peace has been de- 
layed. More than 1,000,000 workmen 
are idle, and 100,000 of these were 
employed in Vienna and a neighbor- 
ing city. The people cry for food and 
peace. Many riots are reported. The 
small bread ration was recently re- 
duced by one-half. Germany’s Gov- 
ernment has been denounced at pub- 
lic meetings and attacked by the press 
because in peace plans it asks for too 
much. Berlin newspapers have an- 
grily replied, one of them saying that 
such “impertinent interference can- 
not be permitted.” But very little 
news. about Austrian strikes and 
popular protests can be found in the 
German préss.. Only two papers have 
made more than a, brief reference to 
what has been said and done in Aus- 
tria. One complains that the Ger- 
man people are required to ‘go on 
stumbling in the dark”; another sees 
Germany eee by compass po-,

And the censors ‘are idle because 
those in authority are more in sym- 
pathy with those whom one journal 
calls “the tortured masses” than 
with Germany’s rulers. bd 

Unsatisfied hunger and the suffering 
caused by it may not force the Central 
Powers to give up the fight, but. food 
shortage ‘and physical exhaustion may 
separate Austria from Germany or 
modify the peace terms which Prus- 
sian autocracy will consider or be 
willing to propose. No longer can 
either nation look to neighboring neu- 
trals for food. The people of three 
of these are now on rations. For 
neither’ Germany nor Austria can 
there be relief before the next harvest, 
and in the coming few months. the 
conditions which now cause sfrikes, 
riots, and demands for peace cannot 
be improved.

THE FEDERAL RESERVE BANK. 

The prosperity abundantly reported 
by the Federal Reserve Bank is — 2* 
sort which is grudged by none be- 
cause it benefits all. This_is true 
even of banks which might have 
been thought disaffected by that com- 
petition. But the Federal system is 
not a close corporation. It is truly 
national, and theoretically all embrac- 
ing. The local branch of the Federal 
system yesterday feported that its re- 
sources had more than tripled within 
@ year, although its capital had in- 
cteased only by half. That*has come 
shout chiefly throurh the addition. of 
member banks and trust companies 
recruited from the State system. For 
a long time they held aloof. They

Expert of Commigsion Assures Meet- 
ing That Protective Measures 
\ _. Are Being Studied. 





* Dr. Grinnel} Jones of the staff of the 
United States Tariff Commission assured 
the dyestuff manufacturers and dealers 
meeting yesterday at the Chemists’ Club 
that the commiission is giving close study 
to the best methods to be ‘adopted to put 
the American color ihdustry on a per- 
manent and independent basis fenowing: 
the close of the war. 

Dr. D. X. Jayne of the Barrett Com- 
pany, New York,. presided. The con- 
vention adopted a repokt from the Or- 
Sanization Committee that a national 
association be formed, 

** It is well known in a general way 
to those familiar with the dye industry 
that the development of indigo, alizarin, 


Jand the yat dyes. derived from anthra- 


quinone and’carbazol has not kept pace 
with the development of the azo “Ayes,” 
Dr. Jones said. ‘‘ Since these branches 
of the industry are the very ones which 
under the present tariff law do not get 
the benefit of the special duty of 5 cents 
per pound, it is of great importance that 
the commission have for the considera- 
tion of Congress definite statistical in- 
formation in regard to the development 
6f the different.branches of the indus- 
try. For this and other reasons we are 
asking for detailed information in regard 
to the production of each separate dye, 
not simply for grand totals.’’ 

Dr. Jonésxgaid that one. of the diffi- 
culties foreseen by the Tariff Commis- 
Sion was the lack of a generally accept- 
ed standard of quality and strength of 
dyes. He assured the dye men present 
that if as a result of the deliberations 
of the new.association a generally -recog- 
nized standard wag adopted, ‘‘the future 
work of the commission will be greatly 
facilitated.’’ 

Following Dr. Jones's address, speak- 
ers from the floor gave it as their belief 
that the Tariff Commission should rec- 
ommend to Congress heavy duties on 


concentrated dyes. In this connecticn 
attention was called to the fact that the 
German submarine. merchant’ vessel 
Deutschland, on her last voyage to this 
country, brought over dyestuffs con- 
centrated as much as five times. The 
present tariff takes no cognizance of 
the degree of concentration in dyes, -and, 
as a result, the last German colors to 
reach here were assessed merely at the 
2 Sey ad valorem rate per pound ap- 
pl me to dyes in their usual condition.

The enforced clos- 
ing of the mills by order. of the Fuel 
Commissioner was merely one more ad- 
verse factor in the already. uncertain 
situation, The chief topic of conversa- 
tjon at the present time-is the next 
Australian wool auction scheduled for 
Thursday and Friday of this week. 

“Among the members of the cotton 
trade ‘the resuJt of the Garfield order 
Was not as bad as was expected.

The developments of the last week 
have not tended to ease the market, so 
far as consumers are concerned. No one 
expects much lower prices for wool, such 
as is used for ordinary distribution: It 
is believed that the requirements of the 
Government are largely being s epee 
and that at the present rate of pro- 
duction theré will be an oversupply in 
the near future.

ANALYZES CAR COLLISIONS. 


Shorts Points Way to Lessen Num- 
** . ber of Acéidents. 


¢ « 

President Shonts of the New York 
Railways Company issued a statement 
last night setting forth the result of an 
analysis of collisions between cars and 
vehicles in December last in order to 
show where the greater number of ac- 
cidents occurred and under what cir- 
cumstances so that special precautions 
might be taken against them in the 
future. 

The figures shew that during the 
month there were 426 collisions between 
cars and various kinds of vehicles, in 
which five employes, twenty-five pas- 
séngers, and fifty-seven persons on the 
vehicles were hurt. More collisiona oc- 
curred ‘on the Madison and ourth Ave- 
nue line than anywhere else in Manhat- 
tan.

Accofding’ to. the. wit- 
ness, Reister. said that Schimmel in- 
formed him that the bombs. were in- 
tended for use on’-the Lusitania, Ac- 
cordi to Barnitz, Reister. then told 
him that a man named Hanson, but 
who he said in reality was Franz.
